I have  the  honour  to  ;resent  to  you  my  seventeenth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  Denby  Dale  Urban  District  and  the  work  of 
the  health  Department  during  1963.  The  report  is  drawn  up  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  is  the  26th 
ill  the  series  since  the  formation  of  the  enlarged  Urban  district  in 
1938. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  sections  of  the  report  dealing  with 
sanitary  circumstances,  housing  and  inspection  and  supervision  of 
food  have  been  compiled  by  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  form 
his  Annual  Report  for  the  year. 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  populati  n of  the 
District  in  mid  1963  was  9,600,  an  increase  of  150  on  the  figure 
for  1962.  The  live  births  attributory  to  the  district  numbered  I68, 

17  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  whilst  the  deaths  were  121,  or  1 
less  than  in  1962, 

Once  again  it  can  be  reported  that  slow  but  steady  orogress 
continues  to  be  made  with  the  various  schemes  for  the  improvement  of 
water  supplies  and  sewage  disposal  in  the  district. 

Housing  conditions  again  received  considerable  attention. 
Representations  of  unfitness  were  made  in  resoect  of  24  houses, 
improvements  were  carried  out  with  the  aid  of  standard  or  discretionary 
grants  to  47  houses,  and  81  new  dwe  .lings  were  completed,  38  by  the 
Council  and  43  by  private  enterprise. 

As  is  customary,  details  are  given  in  Section  VII  of  the 
report  of  the  services  provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  as 
the  local  Health  and  Housing  Authority, 

In  conclusion,  nay  I once  again  thank  you,  Ir.  Chairman  and 
Gentlemen  for  your  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  given 
the  staff  of  the  department  during  the  year  and  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  help  and  co-operation  received  irora  your  Clerk  and  from  other 
Officers  of  the  Council.  In  particular,  my  thanks  are  due  to  your 
Public  Health  Inspector,  Ir.  ¥.  Urmson,  for  his  valuable  and  loyal 
service  throughout  the  year.

STATISTICS  i-m  SOCLiL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Denby  Dale  Urban  District  was  formed  under  the  Yorkshire 
West  'Riding  county  review  of  193S,  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  former 
Urban  Districts  of  Clayton  V/est,  Denby  and  Cumberworth,  Emley  and 
Skelmanthorpe.  It  is  very  varied  in  character  with  well  wooded 
valleys  and  bleak  uplands  rising  to  1,000  feet  above  sea  level. 

The  principal  industry  is  the  manufacture  of  various  kinds  of 
textiles,  but  there  are  also  several  coal  mines,  clay  pits,  stone 
quarries,  and  fire  clay  works.  In  addition,  agriculture,  principally 
dairy  farming,  provides  employment  for  a number  of  inhabitants.

HATER  SUPPLY  . . 

iirrangements-  for  water  supply  are  generally  as  detailed  in 
previous  reports. 

The  Greenwood  Borehole  has  been  fully  in  operation  since 
January  19^2,  the  average  daily  quantity  obtained  from  this 
source  being  approximately  108,000  gallons. 

The  maximum  amount  of  water  now  available  is  consequently 
adequate  for  the  present  needs,  and  for  the  foreseeable  future  needs 
of  the  District  for  some  time  to  come. 

Difficulties  regarding  distribution  are  however  experienced, 
and  shortages  occur  from  time  to  time  in  the  high  level  ^areas. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  work  was  almost  complete  .on  the 
installation  of  a booster  pump  at  Rusby  Wood  to  provide  an 
improved  supply  to  several  high  level  properties  in  the  ..High 
Platts  area.  ■ 

The  water  from  the  Dewsbury  d Heckmondwike  Board  is  unfiltered 
and  any  dist’urbance  in  the  mains  results  in  a large  number  of 
complaints  of  dirty  water. 

The  scheme  for  the  filtration  of  the  Dewsbury  1 Heckmondwike 
water  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 
The  Minister  directed  however,  that  the  Authorities  who  would 
constitute  the  new  Water  Board  which  would  come  into  operation 
on  1st  October  1964,  should  be  consulted.  The  scheme  was 
considered  by  the  constituent  authorities  who  decided  that  its 
implementation  or  otherwise  should  be  left  to  the  new  Water  Board, 

Of'  the  3,618  houses  in  the  District,  3,605  are  connected  to 
the  public  mains,  in  all  the  instances  the  supply  is  indoors.  The 
13  house's  not  connected,  have  private  supplies  piped  or  pumped 
into  the  house. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  two  Statutory  Undertakings  tvce 
taken  at  regular  intervals  from  consumers  premises  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  Bacteriological  Examination. 

The  22  samples  yere  all  satisfactory. 

Ten  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Greenwood  Borehole 
were  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Similar  sampling  has  been  carried  out  of  the  Rusby  Spring 
Supply,  Eleven  samples  v;ere  submitted,  10  of  which  were 
excellent  and  one  unsatisfactory.

Of  the  3,618  houses  in  the  District,  3235  or  90%  are  connected 
to  the  Couticil's  sewers;  120  to  septic  tanks  and  filters  or  cesspools, 
whilst  263  discharge  their  sewage  without  treatment  on  to  fields  or  in 
to  streams  and  other  watercourses. 

Four  sewage  disposal  works  and  a number  of  small  septic  tanks  and 
filters  for  isolated  dwellings  are  maintained  by  the  Council, 

The  sewage  from  the  greater  part  of  the  district  is  treated  at 
the  two  larger  works  at  Langleys  and  Clayton  West  which  are  satisfactory. 
Sewage  from  Smley  discharges  to  the  Broomhall  Works,  These  works  are 
completely  inadequate  and  their  abolition  is  urgently  required.  Stage  I 
of  the  Emley  Sewerage  Scheme,  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval,  provides  for  the 
abolition  of  these  works  and  the  treatment  of  Emley  sewage  at  Clayton 
West.

The  sewage  disposal  works  and  small  plants  for  isolated 
communities  are  maintained  by  a mobile  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  The  four  disposal  v;orks  in  the  area  are  visited  daily 
and  the  smaller  plants  at  frequent  intervals. 

Extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  include  the  unsewered  areas, 
particularly  Emley  ifoor.  High  Flatts,  and  Denby,  and  the  improvements 
of  the  Emley  sewers  are  required. 

Positive  steps  towards  the  implementation  of  Stage  I of  the 
Emley  Scheme  with  the  construction  of  sludge  drying  beds  at  Clayton 
!/est  have  at  last  been  made. 


A tender  for  the  works  was  accepted  by  the  Council  and  the 
contractors  concerned  notified  their  intention  of  commencing  in 
Ja.nuary  I964. 

It  is  hoped  therefore  that  by  the  end  of  1964  the  unsatisfactory 
works  at  Broomhall  vjill  have  been  abolished. 


Detailed  plans  and  specifications  for  the  sewerage  of  the  High 
Flatts  area  \mre  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  a Ministry  Inspector  examined  the  proposed  scheme  and 
visited  the  area  in  November , The  Minister's  decision  on  the  scheme 

-had  not  been  received  by  the  year  end, 

A scheme  for  a relief  sewer  at  Scissett  to  prevent  flooding  of 
properties  due  to  s’urcharge  of  the  existing  sewer,  was  approved  in  ■ 
principle  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  A tender 
was  accepted  by  the  Council  and- the  Minister's  approval  was  awaited 
at  the  year  end. 

A small  scheme  for  the  storage  of  the  Common  End  Area, 
Gunberwcrth,  is  in  course  of  preparation. 

At  Emley  Moor,  220  yards  of  6*'  sewer  were  laid  to  connect  to  the 
existing  sewer  at  Emley  Moor,  Five. houses  and  a Chapel  previously 
discharging  to  fields  etc.  were  connected  to  this  sewer,

Continued  attention  is  given  to  the  prevention  of  pollution 
of  water  courses  by  sewage,  but  substantial  progress  cannot  be  made 
until  sewerage  schemes  are  provided  for  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district. 

CLOSET  AGCOMDDATIOM 

During  the  year,  11  conversions  have  been  carried  out  by  owners 
taking  advantage  of  the  Standard  and  Discretionary  Grant  Provisions 
of  the  House  Purchase  & Housing  Act  1959,  td  improve  their  properties. 

In  view  of  these  grant  provisions,  owners  are  first  being 
approached  to  ascertain  whether  they  will  carry  out  conversion  as  part 
of  an  improvement  grant  scheme,  and  action  under  Section  47  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  is  restricted  to  those  properties  where  owners 
are  not  prepared  to  undertake  improvements. 

During  the  year,  no  action  was  taken  under  Section  47  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936. 

The  grant  to  owners  who  carried  out  voluntary  conversion  remained 

at  £10, 


The  total  number  of  water  closets  provided  in  lieu  of  privies 
during  the  year  was  24  compared  with  69  the  previous  year. 

Additional  v/ater  closets  provided  for  existing  houses  numbered 
24  and  84  were  provided  for  new  houses. 

Public  Conveniences  are  provided  at  Skelmanthorpe,  Clayton 
West,  Emley  and  Denby  Dale  and  also  at  the  Children's  Playground, 
Denby  Dale.

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REFUSE  COLLECTIOi'J  & DISPOSAL 


Scavenging  is  undertaken  throughout  the  District  by  the  Goimcil 
with  direct  labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

In  March  the  refuse  collection  establishment  was  increased  by  an 
additional  vehicle  and  two  meu;,  bringing  the  establishment  up  to  one  7 
cubic  yard  side  loader  and  t\TO  12  cubic  yard  rear  loader  refuse 
collection  vehicles. 

The  additional  men  and  vehicle  has  made  a considerable  improvement 
to  the  refuse  collection  service.  Dustbins  are  now  generally  emptied 
at  approximately  10  day  intervals,  holiday  periods  excepted  and  privy 
middens  every  4 weeks.  Formerly  dustbins  were  emptied  fortnightly 
and  privjT-  middens  every  7-8  weeks. 

A small  3 cubic  yard  refuse  vehicle  is  used  to  empty  middens  at 
certain  properties  to  which  the  larger  vehicle  cannot  gain  access. 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  the  tips  at  Skelmanthorpe , 
Emley  Moor  and  Clayton  West. 

A tip  attendant  is  employed  to  keep  the  tips  in  good  order  and 
10  men  are  engaged  on  the  work  of  collection.

During  the  year  26  licences  to  store  petroleum  were  renewed,  and 
one  new  licence  was  granted. 

The  recommendations  of  the  West  Riding  County  Fire  Service  in 
respect  of  all  licenced  petroleum  installations  in  the  area  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Council,  and  all  licences  are  required  to  conform  to 
these  recommendations.  The  installation  of  all  new  petroleum  storage 
tanlcs  is  supervised  by  the  West  Riding  County  Fire  Service,  and  the 
tanks  are  subjected  to  a pressure  test. 

CLEAR  AIR 

No  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research's  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  a daily  smoke 
filter  and  volumetric  sulphun  dioxide  instrument  is  installed  at  the 
Council  Offices,  Denby  Dale.

There  is  one  covered  swiiming  bath  in  the  area,  situated  at 
Scissett,  ;\fhich  was  built  in  1929  by  the  Miners  Welfare  Coiranission,  and 
.is  now  managed  by  a local  comraittee. 

The  swiraiaing  pool,  which  is  75  feet  by  30  feet,  and  has  a capacity 
of  70,000  gallons  is  open  for  bathing  from  Easter  to  September.  Water 
supply  for  filling  the  bath  each  year  is  taken  from  the  Council’s  water 
mains. 

A 'Bells’  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  vath  boilers 
gives  a complete  ’ t\'’.rnov8r ' of  the  water . in  4 hours.

The  provision  of  new  housing  still  continues  to  be  a pressing 
public  health  need  of  the  District. 

In  addition  to  the  applicants  on  the  Council's  Housing  List,  who 
are  living  under  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  overcrowding,  many  of 
the  existing  houses  are  unfit  for  occupation  and  will  require  to  be 
demolished  under  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  Housing  Act. 

Details  of  the  Council's  proposals  for  dealing  with  unfit  houses 
in  the  Area  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  are  given  in  the  Mnual  Report  for  1955. 

During  the  year  Representations  were  made  in  respect  of  3 Individual 
Unfit  Houses,  and  21  houses  in  Clearance  Areas.

BTSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  EOOD 

MILK  SUPPLY 

Responsibility  for  the  issue  of  dealers  and  supplementary 
licences  to  retail  designated  milk  vxas  transferred  to  the  County 
Council  from,  the  1st  January  1961.  The  Urban  District  Council  is  nov/ 
only  responsible  for  the  registration  of  distributors  and  their 
premises. 


No  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk  & Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959,  but  4 distributors  are  registered  under  these 
regulations , 

During  the  year  26  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
exam±nation  by  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  All  the  samples  were  reported 
satisfactory. 


The  number  of  samples  taken  for  biological  exs-mination 
for  the  presence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli  was  27,  21  of  vxhich  were  reported 
’Negative ' . 6 samples  were  not  examined  due  to  shortage  of  guinea 

pigs  at  the  laboratory. 

Samples  were  also  submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence 
of  Brucella  Abortus.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Little  supervision  of  food  preparing  and  general  food  premises 
has  been  possible  during  the  year,  but  improvements  continue  to  be 
voluntarily  carried  out  by  traders  at  various  premises  throughout 
the  district. 

Eight  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  and  2 Informal  Notices  served. 

EOOD  AMD  DRUGS  ACT  1938 

The  --est  Riding  County  Council  is  the  Authority  responsible 
for  the  Food  Adulteration  Section  of  the  Act.  Particulars 
of  samples  taken  during  the  year  have  been  supplied  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  show  that  25  samples  of 
milk,  5 of  drugs  and  11  of  other  foods  were  examined,  all  of 
which  were  found  to  be  genuine.

Scarlet  Fever 

Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  one  child  aged 
7 in  February,  one  aged  5 in  i%rch  and  two  aged  4 and  5 in 
September. 


Whooping  Cough 

One  case  was  notified  in  November,  the  patient  being 
a female  aged  13  years. 


k total  of  89  cases  were  notified,  9 in  January, 

5 in  February,  22  in  April,  29  in  I'fey  and  24  in  June. 

Of  these,  three  patients  were  under  1 year  of  age,  54  were  aged 
1-4  years,  32  were  aged  5-9  years,  2 were  aged  10-14  years  and 
1 was  aged  18  years.

Tuberciilosls 

During  the  year,  two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
entered  on  the  Register  whilst  three  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  one 
case  of  Non-Pulmonary  were  removed.  The  cases  remaining  on  the
